1st.  Does  evil  relate  merely  to  the  progress  ol  tlie  divine  i 
government?  or  2d.  Is  it  to  be  considered  ayinul  result!  '! 
Any  reasoning  or  illustration  you  may  advance,  vvill| 
have  no  bearing  on  the  i.ssue  of  our  discussion,  unless^ 
it  bears  on  the  second  of  these  questions.

In  my  fir-t  letter,  I  anticipated  several  objections 
to  my  argument,  and  replied  to  tlieiii  Am  1  to  inter 
from  vonr  silence,  that  yoiiadimt  tiiose  objections  to  be 
iin-oiind  I  or  did  lack  of  space  prevent  yon  from  no¬ 
ticing  them?  In  my  replies,  there  are  hentnnenis  ad- : 
vanced  which  I  consider  of  much  iinpoitaiice — and  also  ^ 
argiiinents  which  are  not  in  any  way  referred  to  in  your 
letter.  I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  troiii  you  in  relation  to  ;

It  IS  worthy  of  note  that  some  had  already  been  recon¬ 
ciled,  at  the  time  the  apostle  wrote;  for  he  says,  "  Atid 
yon  who  were  sometime  alienated,  and  enemies  in 
your  mind  by  wicked  works,  yet  now  hath  he  reran- 
cihd.”  Once  alienated  from  the  life  of  (jod  by  rea.son 
of  ignorniice,  lint  now  restored — once  enemies  by 
wicked  works,  but  now  brought  into  ainitv  vviiti  God  — 
tliey  were  among  tlie  first  fruits  of  tlie  spirit  of  recon¬ 
ciliation.  It  was  by  the  love  of  the  Father  they  were 
hronuht  into  this  renewed  state;  and  hy  the  .same  love, 
the  like  reconciliation  shall  yet  be  wrought  in  all  unrec¬ 
onciled  be'iigs. 

2  Coritiiliians  v:  18,  19:  *•  And  all  things  are  of  God, 
who  h  ith  reconciled  us  to  Himself  by  Jesus  Christ,  and 
h'aih  given  to  us  the  ministry  of  recniicihatinii ;  to  wit, 
that  God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  unto  him¬ 
self,  not  imputing  their  trespas-ses  unto  t!i.'>m.” 

.^.s  in  the  preceeding  passage,  so  in  this,  we  are  in¬ 
formed  that  some  had  already  been  reconciled.  The 
same  fact  is  communicated  in  Koniaus  v  :  II  :  “  We 
aUo  joy  in  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Chri«t.  by 
whom  we  have  now  received  the  atonement.”  ’  'I’his  is 
the  only  place  in^e  New  Testament,  as  yon  are  aware, 
in  which  the  word  Htoiiemeiit  occurs.  FIsewhere  the 
same  Greek  term  is  translated  reconcilialion.  Paul  and 
his  brethren  had  already  been  recniiciind  :  they  had  re¬ 
ceived  die  at-oiie-ment,  and  greatly  rejoiced  in  the  hle.H8- 
iiig.  The  atonement  had  been  received  by  them,  and 
not  by  the  Supreme  Being.  Man,  not  God,  was 
the  unreconciled  party;  and  man  only,  could  receive 
the  benefit  of  the  Saviour’s  mediation. 

But  the  work  of  reconciliation,  though  commenced, 
was  not  completed  in  apostolic  times.  "  God  was  in 
Christ  reconeding  this  world  unto  Himself.” 

I  presume  yon  admit  that  "the  world”  here  men¬ 
tioned,  comprehends  all  iinreconriied  persons;  and  also 
that  the  reconciliation  proposed,  implies  the  holineas 
and  happiness  ot  all  its  recipients.  The  only  point  of  de- 
liate  between  you  and  me,  is.  Will  all  unreconciled 
persons  be  ultimately  reconciled  to  God? 

"tiod  was  in  Christ,  recoiicding  the  world  lints 
Hiiii-elf.”  By  what  means  t  1  answer,  hy  the  rev 
elation  of  His  unfathointihle  love  for  man,  tor  sinners, 
Koiiiaiis  v:  5-8;  and  in  that  love  we  have  an  assurance 
ihat  the  woild  shall  tiliimaiely  be  iccoiiciled.  'Bhe 
.same  principle  that  prompted  the  enterprise,  i.s  at  work 
in  the  progress  of  it,  and  will  not  be  satisfied  utitil  UD< 
ver-al  renovation  be  eflkcted. 

If  yon  object,  that,  iiotwiihstaiiding  the  means  em 
ployed,  iiiatiy  are  yet  unrecoiicilcd  and  nnsniidilcd  hy  the 
Saviour,  1  reply,  that  thousands  have  heeu  reconciled 
siiti^e  the  apostle  wrote;  hut  even  “  now  we  see  met  yet  mil 
things  pat  under  him,”  Heb.  ii;  8.  Can  we  safely  infer 
frotti  the  fact  that  all  things  are  not  nmo  subordinated 
to  the  Saviour,  that  they  never  will  be?  tiod  is  in 
Christ  rtconrding  [that  is,  engaged  in  cficciiiig  the 
reconciliation  of]  the  world  to  Himself;”  and  he  will  ac 
coinplish  the  work  in  “  the  times  and  -seasons  which  th-a 
Fattier  li.illi  put  in  His  own  power.”  The  wisdutn  by 
wbicli  the  plan  was  devised,  is  competent  to  devise  the 
requisite  mems  for  its  ticcomplishmcnt ;  and  the  grnec 
that  gathered  the  first  fruits  in  the  days  of  the  apostlea.
